(We’ll wager again that 90 
per _c.cnt of civilian sightings are 
listed with the QOfl designated as 
reflections, calloons, misconcep¬ 
tions and all that tripe.) 

“It is fairly well established 
that some of these images are ground 
objects reflected from a layer of 
warm air above the earth, (a temper¬ 
ature inversion).” (Ed,*A note? W, 

B. Smith stated in the article in 
the Toronto Star that? ‘The geome¬

But 
then Adamski is constantly crossing] 
himself up and contradicting his 
own statements. His book carries a 
statement to the effect that he is 
not and never has been connected 
with Mount Palomar.

The Uright-Patterson investigator
